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This  exhibition  was  planned  to  show  some  of  the  fine  productions  of 
today  in  weaving,  silver,  pottery  and  glass,  designed  in  accordance  with 
art  principles.  The  increased  interest  recently  in  crafts  of  hand  and 
machine  has  developed  many  outstanding  workers  in  these  fields,  from 
which  it  was  difficult  to  select  a  group  to  be  represented  in  our  exhibition. 
We  have,  therefore,  for  the  most  part  chosen  the  works  of  artists  living 
in  Ohio  and  Michigan. 

From  Cranbrook,  Bloomfield  Hills,  Michigan,  there  is  shown  the 
magnificent  weaving  from  the  studio  of  Loja  Saarinen, — rugs,  tapestries 
and  textiles, — designed  by  her,  by  her  husband,  the  noted  architect,  Eliel 
Saarinen,  and  by  other  co-workers.  A  notable  group  of  silver  designed  by 
Eliel  Saarinen  is  shown,  some  of  the  pieces  hand-made,  others  manufac¬ 
tured  by  well-known  silver  companies. 

In  the  field  of  ceramics,  a  large  group  comes  from  Cleveland  where 
there  are  many  talented  workers.  A  number  of  fine  pieces  were  made  in 
the  Department  of  Fine  Arts  of  Ohio  State  University,  and  the  Pewabic 
Pottery  of  Detroit  is  represented  by  several  examples  showing  their  re¬ 
markable  metallic  glazes.  Four  outstanding  pieces  of  ceramic  sculpture 
are  the  work  of  Waylande  Gregory  of  New  York,  who  formerly  worked 
in  both  Cleveland  and  at  Cranbrook.  Most  of  the  exhibitors  have  been 
represented  in  the  exhibition  sponsored  by  the  American  Ceramic  Society 
in  1937  for  the  Scandinavian  countries,  and  in  the  annual  Robineau 
Memorial  Exhibition  at  Syracuse,  as  well  as  other  important  showings. 
A  less  familiar  medium,  that  of  colored  enamel  on  metal  is  most  success¬ 
fully  shown  in  the  works  of  H.  Edward  Winter,  Russell  Barnett  Aitken 
and  Kenneth  Francis  Bates,  all  of  Cleveland. 

In  addition  to  the  weaving  from  Cranbrook,  there  is  shown  a  collec¬ 
tion  of  colorful  textiles  in  linen,  silk  and  wool,  from  the  Churchill  Weavers, 
Berea,  Kentucky.  The  name  of  Churchill  has  a  special  meaning  to  us, 
for  the  beautiful  fabric  used  on  the  seats  of  the  Peristyle  was  woven  on 
their  looms.  Hand-woven  linens  in  a  number  of  delicate  colors,  some 
combined  with  cellophane,  silver  and  gold  threads,  are  the  work  of  Cro- 
maine  Crafts,  a  community  project  of  Hartland,  Michigan. 

That  glass  of  good  design  may  be  produced  in  large  quantities  for 
everyday  use,  is  demonstrated  by  the  examples  chosen  from  the  produc¬ 
tions  of  four  manufacturers  of  this  vicinity.  The  Libbev,  Cambridge, 
Heisey  and  Duncan  and  Miller  plants  are  all  producing  ware  of  high 
quality  and  interesting  design. 

This  exhibition,  though  far  from  being  comprehensive,  should  be 
adequate  evidence  of  the  high  artistic  level  of  much  of  the  industrial 
production  of  today.  The  Toledo  Museum  has  long  been  interested  in 
the  application  of  design  principles  to  useful  objects,  whether  made  by 
hand  or  bv  machine.  It  has  assembled  the  material  here  presented  to 
give  some  idea  of  the  type  of  work  being  done  in  this  part  of  the  country.

CHURCHILL  WEAVERS,  Berea,  Kentucky 


In  1922,  David  Carroll  Churchill  founded  the  Churchill  Weavers,  having 
been  interested  in  hand-looms  even  during  his  engineering  student  days. 
He  began  with  three  looms  in  a  shed.  There  are  now  fifty,  adequately 
housed.  Employment  is  provided  for  many  descendants  of  Kentucky 
pioneers,  in  whose  homes  the  hand-loom  had  always  had  an  important 
place.  Patterns  derived  from  early  American  designs  are  seen  in  the 
weaves  of  blankets,  couch  throws,  scarfs  and  dress  fabrics.
